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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 


There  were  no  notifications  of  infectious  diseases 
received  during  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  were  six  cases  of  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified 
in  1952  and  one  non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  pulmonary  cases  occurred  in  males  aged  21,  25,  56, 
20  and  13  and  in  one  female  aged  4.  The  non-pulmonary 
occurred  in  a female  aged  35.

Domiciliary  Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing. — 
The  Borough  and  also  Llangurig  and  Cwmbelan,  and  Old 
Hall  is  served  by:  Sister  R.  E.  Jones,  Dudley  Hause, 

Llanidloes.  Telephone  : Llanidloes  244. 


Home  Help  Service. — Home  help  is  available  in 
certain  cases  on  application  to  the  Home  Help  Supervisor  : — 
Mrs.  R.  Goodwin,  County  Health  Offices,  Newtown. 
Telephone  : Newtown  205. 

Hospitals.  — Llanidloes  is  in  the  Mid- Wales 
Management  Committee  Area  which  is  based  on  Aberystwyth. 
There  is  in  the  Borough  the  Llanidloes  War  Memorial 
Hospital,  which  has  16  beds,  4 of  which  are  for  midwifery. 


Sanatoria. — From  this  area  patients  are  admitted  to  the 
local  Hospital,  the  Chest  Hospital,  Machynlleth,  and  to  the 
Talgarth  Sanatorium. 

Laboratory  Service. — A branch  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  M.  V.  N. 
Sudds  is  at Cardiganshire  General  Hospital,  Aberystwyth. 
Telephone  : Aberystwyth  216. 

This  Laboratory  offers  very  comprehensive  facilities  of 
investigations  of  a Public  Health  nature.  These  facilities 
have  been  freely  utilised  during  the  year  and  have  proved  of 
the  greatest  value. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — The  County 
Council  is  responsible  for  this  service  in  the  Borough  by 
virtue  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1948. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  on  the  second  and  last 
Wednesday  of  each  month  in  the  afternoon  at  the  Assembly 
Rooms  at  the  Station. 
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Tuberculosis. — The  service  is  controlled  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Dr.  G.  O.  Thomas,  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  holds 
clinics  at  the  Llanidloes  War  Memorial  Hospital  on  the 
Saturday  before  the  last  Tuesday  in  each  month  at  10-30  a.m. 

Vaccination. — In  this  area  vaccination  is  carried  out 
by  the  local  General  Practitioners. 

Lymph  for  vaccination  against  Small  Pox  is  obtained 
from  : — Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cardiff ; Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Bryn  Hyfryd,  Conway  ; Public  Health 
Laboratory,  County  Offices,  Hereford ; Bacteriological 
Department,  City  Laboratory,  126,  Mount  Pleasant, 
Liverpool. 

National  Assistance. — The  Area  Office  of  the 
National  Assistance  Board  is  at : — Agricultural  House,  Kerry 
Road,  Newtown.  Telephone  : Newtown  341. 

National  Insurance.— The  local  office  of  the  Ministry 
of  National  Insurance  is  at  : — Town  Hall,  Great  Oak 
Street,  Llanidloes.  Telephone  : Llanidloes  208. 

Diphtheria.  Prophylaxis.— Immunisation  against 
diphtheria  is  carried  out  at  the  age  of  nine  months  to  one  year, 
followed  by  a booster  dose  when  the  child  enters  school  at  5 
years. 

The  service  is  carried  out  by  the  local  General 
Practitioners  and  by  the  County  Health  Service  in  the  Infant 
Welfare  Clinic  and  in  the  local  schools. 

Lymph  can  be  obtained  from  the  County  Health  Offices, 
Newtown. 
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Veneral  Diseases. — Clinics  are  held  at  Shrewsbury 
and  at  Oswestry.  : —

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply.  — The  water  supply  has  been 
satisfactory,  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  Bacteriological 
examinations  were  made  before  and  after  treatment  and  it 
was  found  that  although  the  water  was  unsatisfactory  before 
treatment  by  chlorine,  the  after  treatment  examinations 
proved  to  be  highly  satisfactory  with  no  trace  of  free  chlorine. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Drains  and  sewers  have 
been  working  satisfactorily,  and  the  sewerage  disposal  works 
received  regular  attention.  A scheme  has  been  prepared 
by  the  Council’s  consulting  engineers  for  improvement  to 
the  sewerage  disposal  works. 

Public  Cleansing. — The  weekly  collection  of  house 
refuse,  and  the  daily  cleansing  of  streets  has  been  satisfactory. 
Number  of  houses  and  premises  from  which  refuse  is 
collected  is  910. 
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Shops  and  Stalls. — Regular  attention  was  given  to 
premises  where  food  is  prepared  and  sold,  and  there  was  littl® 
cause  for  complaint.  Number  of  inspections  made — 98.
